Washington, April 2.—Tbe senate 
to day adopted a resolution present­ 
ed by Senator Ijodge, requesting tbe 
president if not incompatible wiih 
public Interest, to furnish the senate 
all Information bearing on reported 
Japanese activity In Magdalena Bay, 
lower California. 


The resolution on which there was 
no debate bad reference to repni te i 
purchase of land by the .Iap:inese 
government or a Japanese companj 
on Mexican soil. 


Senator Lodge called tbe afLeiuion 
of tbe senate, during the recent de­ 
bate on tbe arbitration freafip-i to 
the possibility of some greiit oniiiiiru 
power directly or indirectly takiuii 
possession of a harbor on the west 
coast of Mexico, to establish a naval 
station and a place for storing arnur. 
He said that in making this su^i- 
gestlon be was ‘‘using no imagina­ 
tion,” and that it was not very long 
since an indirect movement was be­ 
gun, and "it is apparently still on 
foot, to obtain possession of Magda­ 
lena Bay for a foreign power.” 


“So,* be added, “ I may fairly sup­ 
pose that such a case might arise. If 
It did. we should Immediately inter­ 
vene. 
We should declare thsit this 
was a violation of tbe Monroe Doc­ 
trine.” 


Senator Lodge was then arguing 
against tbe treaty

power 
which he contended was carried in 
the treaties as reported.
